to wander fro m ho me and its restrain­ 
ing influences, and fo r three y ears past 
he hatl no t been seen iu Lee, and had, 
as the say ing is, been go ing to the 
do gs, hav ing jo ined the great army o f 
tramps, 
Last Saturday , perhaps animated by 
so mething o f the feelings which actu­ 
ated the heart o f the pro digal in the 
parabo lic sto ry , he returned, as he 
stated, fo r the purpo se o f seeing his 
mo ther; but by an unfo rtuito us circum­ 
stance she was no t at ho me.

Gastelo n made n o re­ 
sistan ce, an d go t o ff the train all right 
an d the co n du cto r n o ticed him stan d­ 
in g beside the track after the en tire 
train had p assed. 
< >n the steps o f o ne o f the cars were 
two o ther y o ung men (O’Neal and 
Stiles) who had go t o n at Lee and were 
go ing to Steward. 
< >ne o f these ban a | 
ticket, but the o ther—his chum—had i 
no t.and seeing that Gastelo n waspulo ff 
they stepped fro m the car,and, after the 
train had passed, appro ached him and 
entered into c nv ersatio n. 
They final­ 
ly parted, the two deciding to walk o n 
to Steward, while Gastelo n said he. 
wo uld go back to Lee, it being but half 
the distance. 
J ust befo re O’Neal and 
Stiles reached their destinatio n the 
so utheast bo und train pulled o ut, and 
if Gastelo n had walked fo rward he 
wo uld hav e reached 
Lee befo re the 
o thers reached Steward. 
But being 
so mewhat into x icated he mo st likely 
laid do wn o n the track and went to 
sleep, and the shades o f ev ening env el­ 
o ping his recumbent fo rm, rendered it 
inv isible to the engineer o f the ap­ 
pro aching train. 
The result was a 
bruised and wo unded co rpse.

Boyer, engineer at the water works, 
starts 
the 
machinery, 
three 
ar­ 
tificial 
geysers, 
as many as there 
are artesian 
wells, 
and they 
will 
b e used to augment the natural flow of 
water during the summer season, when 
a greater quantity is generally U9ed. 
A reporter for the 
E v en i n g T ele ­ 


g r a p h has seen the “ air lift” at work 
and will try to explain. 
It is now at­ 
tached to the two artsian wells at the 
water works. 
Wells numb er 1 and 2 
discharge water into the large covered 
cistern that has a capacity of 500.000 
gallons. 
When the cistern is empty 
the natural flow, which comes in at 
the b ottom of the cistern, is .*»60 gal­ 
lons per minute from the two wells. 
When the cistern is full the income is 
reduced to 100 gallons per minute on 
account of the weight of water. 
With 
the air lift in operation the discharge 
is 1261 gallons per minute, and no per­ 
ceptib le decrease when full, for tb e 
force of air overcomes the weight of 
water. The air is forced into the wells 
seventy feet b e'ow the cistern and lift­ 
ing the water out relieves the natural 
ttrtesian force of that column of water 
seventy feet high. 
Therefore our well 
now can b e made to flow as though 
Dixon were on a plane seventy feet 
» lower than it is. 
When this water and 
air comes Into the large cistern large 
geysers are formed. 
The surface of 
the water is troub led as though b y a 
great wind and two water spouts send 
the spray several feet into the air. 
If 
the water needed purifying, the action 
of this air would do it, b ut as we know, 
it is naturally pure. 
The air pumped 
down into the well will b e taken from 
the cistern where it is moist and dust- 
less. 
The air shoots up through ten 
feet of water in the cistern when it is 
full, and the cistern looks like an im­ 
mense b oiling spring with two geysers. 
In the engine room of the water 
works is this pump for compressing 
air. 
The air is pumped into a receiver 
and then forced to the well* through a 
three inch pipe. 
At the first well a 
one and a half inch pipe goes down, 
and a two inch pipe down the second 
well. 
The third well a b lock or more 
west of the water works will b e piped 
if needed. 
The pump for compressing the air is 
manufactured 
b y the Ingei-soll-Ser 
geant Drill < o., of New York and < b i- 
cago. 
The pump placed here is known 
as ( ’lass “ A,” patent piston inlet cold 
air compressor. The engine sets on a 
stone foundation fourteen feet deep, 
with a cement cap stone. 
The air is 
taken into the compressing cylinder 
through the intake tub e which passes 
through the b ack 1 ead in cylinder and 
is there compressed to tae pressure 
necessary to lift the water from tb e 
wells. 
The air passes from compress­ 
ing cylinder to a receiver 42 inches in 
diameter, 8 feet high. 
The receiver 
b eing used to equalize the air pres­ 
sure. 
The b ody of the compressing 
cylinder is water-jacketed, thus reduc­ 
ing the temperature of the air to a 
minimum.

The free trade popocratie wing of 
of th« free silver party is now reviving 
the old ab surdity in which it is claimed 
that the McKinley tariff law did not 
produce sufficient revenue.

vival is occasioned b y the fact that 
President McKinley in his message 
called attention to the deficiencies un­ 
der a low tariff law and recoin mended 
a protective tariff, and b y the other 
fact that the new tariff b ill is b ased 
upon the McK nley act. 
Those who 
are charging that the McKinley law 
failed to produce sufficient revenue 
show that they are either ignorant of 
the facts or e .se they suppose others to 
b e so. 
The earnings of the McKinley 
law from the date of its enactment, 
Octob er 
1, 
1*60, to the 
meeting 
of 
tb e 
free 
trade 
congress 
in 
August, 1863, which was called to­ 
gether to b egin the work of its de­ 
struction, were $13,575,486 in excess of 
the expenditures of the government 
during « that time. 
And a deficiency 
which followed during the remaining 
few months of its existence was due to 
the b usiness depression and stoppage 
of importations caused b y the pros­ 
pective change in the 
tariff 
laws 
which that congress had promised to 
make. 
When importers found that a 
free trade policy was ab out to b e 
adopted b y Wilson, Bryan and com­ 
pany, it was very natural that they 
would not b ring goods from Europe and 
pay a tariff on them when b y waiting 
a few months their wares would b e ad­ 
mitted free; or at a much lower duty. 
However, it must b o rememb ered 
that the McKinley tariff produced a 
fair surplus in the I n i ted States treas­ 
ury, while the Wilson low tariff law 
in two and a half years caused a de­ 
ficit of over one hundred and thirty 
millions of dollars.

Perhaps the most important detail for 
an actor to master in stage technicalities 
is the trick of pick ing up hi« cue quick 
ly- 
Every stage manager k nows how im­ 
portant it is that that should be dona 
The slightest hesitancy in a quick con­ 
versation between the lines spok en by 
different people will surely spoil the 
scene. 
The regulation way for actors and ac­ 
tresses to learn their parts is to also 
learn the cue, as well as their own lines. 
Perhaps it is well to tell the uninitiated 
that the cue consists of the last few 
words or the last sentence spok en by the 
other actor. 
Every part not only con­ 
tains what the actor is to speak , but 
also the cue. 
Most stagefolk will tell 
you that it is more difficult to learn the 
cues than it is the lines, as they often 
convey no meaning to the mind. 
Everybody in New York who goes to 
the theaters k nows or has seen .Toe Hol­ 
land, as he is familiarly called. No one 
would suspect, to see Mr. Holland’s ren­ 
dition of the parts ho plays, that lie does 
not hear the cues. 
However, that is a fact. Mr. Holland 
inherited deafness. His father was deaf, 
and his brother, Mr Georgo Holland, 
the Philadelphia manager, is also slight­ 
ly affected that way. 
It would seem to the average think er 
that Mr. Holland would have found his 
infirmity a serious handicap in the dra 
matic profession. 
On the contrary, so 
loverly has he managed it that it has 
been almost an advantage to him. Triv- 
al noises do 
n o t disturb him, and in 
onsequenee he is able to give his whole 
mind, unaffected by any interruptions, to 
the work in hand. 
Of course Mr. Holland is not absolute­ 
ly “ stone deaf,” as the saying goes. He 
is what is generally termed “ hard of 
hearing. ” 
Now as to how ho pick s up his cues 
when he doesn't hear them. 
He studies not only his own part, but 
also the entire linesspok en by other peo­ 
ple when lie is on the stage. 
He com­ 
mits these to memory perfectly. Sowell 
does he learn them that ho k nows just 
how Jong it tak es for them to bespok en. 
When lit* is facing the actor of whom he 
is to get his cue, of course he cun readily 
tell when his turn comes by the mo\e- 
meut of the other’s lips or the expres­ 
sion of the face. 
He says, though, that 
thti expression of the face is what he re 
lies on most 
He pays very little atten­ 
tion to the lips, because most people 
have a habit of moving the lips involun 
tarily even when they are not speak ing, 
a trick that would easily lead him 
astray. The expression of the face, how­ 
ever, is a sure cue. 
It never fails him 
and always is the same. 
His main reliance, however, is on a 
system of counting. He k nows just how 
long it will tak e for each 
s p e e c h to be 
said. 
He times that sp« » « vh by a certain 
number of counts. When he has counted 
the right number of times for the speech, 
he k nows that it is his turn to six?ak 
This is absolutely necessary when his 
back in turned toward the other actor. 
As, for instance, Mr. Holland comes 
011 the stage, his line is; 
“ Well; I ’ve returned. ’’ 
He then turns around to lay down his 
hat, and the other person says: 
“ But you were very late in getting 
back . ” 
As soon us Mr. Holland turns he lo­ 
gins to count 
When he has reached 
eight, lie says in a nonchalant way, no 
matter what is happening: 
“ Well, aren't you glad to see me 
back ?” 
Long experience has shown him that 
in this way he pick s up his cue just as 
promptly and perhaps more so than 
though he had heard it 
Mr. Holland’s adroitness in this line 
h:» s lieen the wonder of New York man 
agers. Probably no one else k nows of it, 
for, as is natural, Mr. Holland is a trifle 
sensitive on the subject 
The only drawback that he ever finds 
to his system arises from other faults 
than his own. 
He has never vet been 
caught napping except when some stage 
hand made a blunder or some unforseen 
accident occurred. This would only hap­ 
pen when some noise was to be made, 
as the ringing of a bell or the firing of a 
gun. 
In such cases Mr. Holland sup­ 
poses, of course, that the property man 
or the stage hand is doing his duty 
If, 
however, the property man or the stage 
hand does not do his duty promptly, Mr 
Holland is left in an embarrassing situ­ 
ation. 
Suppose, for instance, that in the busi­ 
ness of a piece a bell is to be rung. 
It 
doesn't ring when it should. 
However, 
that’s none of Mr. Holland’s business. 
He naturally supposes that it has rung, 
and so he calmly says: 
“ Ah, there .goes the bell, 
Go to the 
door, Mary !” And just after he h;is said 
H the bell rings 
Ur if some one is to tire a pistol and 
Mr. Holland is supposed to tie listening 
for the report with rapt attention, and 
when it should gooff says. “ At last ho 
has fired. ” and no one lias fired as far as 
the audience can discover—well, in such 
cases the stage manager swears and 
somebody gets fined.—New York Her­ 
ald.
